that one-twentieth of tho population of 
this country is dependent to a large ex- 
tent upon railways for tho money it has 
to spend but very few people know much 
about tho cost of railway transportation. 
For instance, Ihero aro few business 
rufcii who can say what tho cost of an or- 
dinary bos cor is or how much it costs 
its owner a year.

Inception'of Fish Hatchlnj. 


During the middle ages, and through- 


out the period of the European predomi- 
nance of tho church of Borne, the neces- 
sity of providing n proper supply of fish 
for GSO on Fridays and during Lent did 
mnch to create a species of fish culture. 
That this did not extend to fish hatch- 
ing, but stopped short at inclosing and 
regulating tho supply of fresh water 
fishes, seems to us probable. At tho 
samo tiiuo, tho Romans were nt least 
acquainted with tha securing of oyster 
spat, and from this to the artificial 
hatching of fish ova does not seem a very 
Ions stop or one that may not really 
havo "ose-ii taken. The probability is, 
l-.owevcr, that the cost of such artificial- 
ly produced 'ish would havo been far he- 
youd the purses of tho multitude, and 
tho wealthy had vSviers and ponds in 
which they kapt their own fish for their 
o\vu use. 


1'ho extent to which they have gone 


raiiy bo jaclged by the system in use 
among tho m;iiks of the monasteries aud 
;.iia grc::t seigneurs of the continent, 
svhieh was also introduced into this 
"jiintry, probably by tho Normans orig-
